RETIREMENT WITHDRAWAL FUNDS 

In July, 1992 the President signed into law a bill 
which affects lump sum distributions made by governmen- 
tal pension plans. Public Law 102-318 does two things 
which affect withdrawal payments made by the Teachers 
Retirement System to members of the system. 

First, the law imposes a mandatory twenty percent 
(20%) federal income tax withholding on the taxable 
amount of a withdrawal payment, made to a member. 

Second, the law requires that the Teacher's Retirement 
System provide for a tax rollover transfer of any portion or 
all of the taxable portion of a withdrawal. 

Bottom-Line: 

1. If you leave Shelton State and withdraw your re- 
tirement out in a lump sum, the money is subject to 
20% tax. 

2. If you transfer your retirement from one federal 
pension to another, those funds, may also be sub- 
ject to taxes.
